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Out with the old - in with the new!

In last years Handbook I wrote that a season is a 
long time in football, well, how true that has turned 
out to be! Changes upon changes have been made at 
Loakes Park in the last year but possibly the most 
significant will turn out to be the upholding of our 
planning appeal to develop a new ground at Sands. 

It has been a long hard struggle over a-number of 
years, patience tempered with disappointment but 
never despair. One person who has been involved 
throughout is Mr Jack Adams, the Club Patron, who 
following the gift of Loakes Park to the Club by his 
Father, has given the Club Committees and Board of 
Directors every support and encouragement to make 
the momentous move. We are indeed extremely 
grateful for his wise counsel over a trying period. 

The excitement at the prospect of a new stadium 
has fired the imagination of the Board and on 
stepping down as Chairman, I am delighted to be 
heading up the development of the Sands site. 

These few lines enable me to thank you all for your 
support during my period as Chairman, "through all 
the lean years and the in between years, come what 
may". Well, Ivor Beeks has come in as Chairman, and 
I have every confidencethat he will strive to complete 
the next stage in our ambitions - and succeed. We 
are fortunate to have him at the helm. 

In my new role, I was hoping to tell you something 
about the new ground but final meetings and 
decisions are still being debated, although we have a 
target date to start on site at the beginning of 
October. Final plans will be published and 
explanitory meetings arranged just as soon as is 
possible. 

In April, the Architect Bob Pearson, John 
Goldsworthy and I visited the new ground being 
built for Scunthorpe United and were greatly 
impressed with the all-covered stadium and the all 
round standard of provision. That to some extent is 
our goal. 

We have looked at other grounds and observed 
many good and not so good points, particularly since 
we heard about the Appeal decision. Your response 
to my questionaire in the Weymouth programme 
and the subsequent analysis by John Goldsworthy 
has been of great value and interest. 

Two major concerns stand out, the capacity of the 
new ground and deep and steep terracing. Both are, 


of course, major financial considerations and whilst 
the Board are conscious of your wishes, they are 
equally aware of the land, financial and permission 
restrictions that have to be borne in mind. 

Football has not got an attractive image at the 
moment and new legistlation seems to be coming 
thick and fast in the wake of last seasons events. 
Each and every one of us in the Club should ensure 
that we play our part in observing the best qualities 
of the game and support the law and the spirit of the 
land. 

Last year I wrote and researched a national study 
and report “Twin Strikers - guidelines for football 
and community schemes”. During my travels around 
the country, I was very impressed with Football 
League Clubs attempts to resolve this major concern 
- identifying the Football Club with the community. 

Most League Clubs now organise some type of 
community programme, providing the Clubs image 
and the game in their local area. It may be by 
opening facilities, providing sports coaching, 
meeting troublesome spectators or merely 
convincing people that Clubs do care about their 
neighbours. 

I think that we are a caring club and to date we 
have accepted the challenge in two ways. 

The first is that we make a significant 
contribution along with The Sports Council and the 
Wycombe District Council, towards funding the post 
of Sports Development Offices based at Handy 
Cross. The fact that the officer is our player Kevin 
Day, further cements the relationship and he has 
made a major contribution into utilising the new 
floodlit pitch and promoting opportunties for many 
young people to participate in sports, principally 
soccer and hockey. 

The second concerns a new Family Enclosure at 
Loakes Park for children and their parents. Notice 
the way round! The area is being sponsored and 
hopefully will answer several questions for us in the 
final preparations for the new ground. 

An additional factor is that Jim Kelman and a 
number of his staff and players have qualified as 
F.A. Coaches and look to expand the junior activities 
in the Club. Jim is a brilliant Coaching Organiser, 
whom I have seen at work for many years and there 
is no doubt that his enthusiasm will rub off on 
others. It has on me! 

Å personal wish is that what we are doing is not 
enough and too small, and that we will be forced to 
expand the family involvement in the Club at the 
new ground. I can't wait! 

As I said earlier, we will publish the plans of the 
new ground just as soon as possible but in the 
meantime, if you have any specific queries, please 
contact me for I am anxious to share our hopes and 
aspirations. 

Meanwhile - “Watch this space”.

There are also other players who will be invited to 
pre-season training. They will have the opportunity 
of impressing us sufficiently enough for us to offer 
them a position in the squad. 

With the advent of a Reserve and Youth Team this 
coming season, we have seen tremendous interest 
shown by the local young players, with Alan 
Hutchinson receiving over seventy replies from 
players wishing to take part in the trials which we 
have been holding.

Jim Melman - Manager 


Jim joined Wycombe in January 1988 following the 
departure of Peter Suddaby. 

His playing career started at Reading as a 
professional where he spent just a year. He then played 
at Maidenhead United in the Athenian League for three 
seasons and a further two and a half at Slough. He 
moved on, for just a season, to Wokingham Town 
followed by a four year spell at Hayes in the Isthmian 
League. His move to Southall opened up the chance to 
move into more of a coaching role which led to a 
player/coach position at Newbury Town. 

He then took the job of Manager at Hungerford where 
he helped them from the Hellenic to the Isthmian 
League, reaching four Berks and Bucks finals, winning 
just one against Wycombe in 1981/82. They also reached 
two F.A. Vase semi-finals. 


Next came the daunting task of managing Newbury 
Town who were in desperate trouble having finished 
second from bottom of the Isthmian League Division 
Two South the previous season, (having had 15 points 
deducted for fielding an ineligible player), and in one 
season took them to fourth place. His next year moved 
him out of management to widen his football coaching 
experience, coaching and touring the USA setting up 
coaching schools.. 

He passed his Full F.A. Coaching Badge ten years ago 
and is now Football Development Officer for Berks and 
Bucks and works as a fill time coach, running courses at 
such places as Bisham Abbey. Last season he joined 
Maidenhead United as Manager who were in a top three 
position when he was inticed to Loakes Park.

T.V. fees, league 
sponsorship deals, team sponsors, captive 
sportswear companies, huge gate receipts and 
sumptuous Executive Boxes costing £20,000 a 
season. A slightly different scene to the G.M. 
Vauxhall Conference I’m sure you'll agree! 

But the Wanderers do, of course, move into the 
transfer market and the expenses of running a 
G.M.V.C. club are amazingly high as well. So, how 
do we raise our cash because it certainly doesn't 
come as easily as it does in the top flight of the 
football world. 

The most obvious source of income is gate receipts, 
programme sales and tea bar and Blues Club 
takings at home games. But this season watch out 
for our new and lovely Bluebirds on matchdays. 
They'll be persuading you to support our Golden 
Goals and Autographed Match Ball raffles. You'll 
also see our Matchday Mascots leading the team out 
onto the park in a smart replica of our new strip - an 
unforgettable treat or present for the younger fan 
who will also get to meet Jim Kelman. 

Corporate support is also essential to us as a Club, 
whether it be as Club, Match or Ball sponsors or 
Ground Board or Programme Advertisers, all of 
which would normally be a member of the local 
business community. Even though we can’t offer 
20,000 plus gates and television audiences, our rates 
are far less expensive than other forms of 
advertising. 

Almost everyone in the ground would at some 
time have met John Simmonds, our Lottery Sales 
Canvasser who has knocked on over 50,000 doors in 
Wycombe and the area as far as Aylesbury, Thame, 
The Chalfonts and Maidenhead. John is constantly 
seeking new agents to sell our new Chiltern Gold 
Lottery Tickets in their neighbourhood or at their 
place of work. The new look ticket changes its games 
and prizes regularly and there is already an army of 
people who have won T.V.s, videos, hi-fi systems, 
weekends in Paris, cuddly toys etc., and many others 
will be enjoying trips on Concorde and candlelit 
dinners and wearing beautiful jewellery - could this 
be you? The lottery has been our principal fund 
raiser for many years but if I tell you that nationally 
lottery revenue has fallen by 70% over the past 5 
years, you can understand how difficult our task is to

maintain income levels. We have therefore been 
forced to seek other avenues to raise funds and 
although one could be excused from imagining that 
the close season would allow me a relaxing time, 
nothing could be farther from reality this year. Over 
20 man weeks have been devoted to the launch of 
Bucks Superloot a members draw scheme operating 
mainly through newsagents and again reaching as 
far north as Aylesbury. We're still looking for new 
agents, of course, and one or two community clubs 
and companies have stepped forward to help enroll 
their members and employees. 

Most clubs have an executive type supporters club 
and we are no exception. The Blues Leagueline 
Society is the official title but supporters know it 
simply as “Leagueline”. A private members club 
offering excellent chances of winning the weekly 
cash draws, a local retail discount club, club 
activities, a regular newsletter and season tickets. 
All profits not ploughed back to the members are 
paid to the Club for the particular purpose of 
strengthening the playing squad to achieve Football 
League status. Leagueline is Wycombe Wanderers’ 
club within a club, a club for supporters who want to 
play a significant role in taking us to Division 4. 
Watch out this season for announcements about two 
special benefits which all supporters will be eager to 
share but which will be exclusive only to Leagueline 
members. Details will also be released of a 
recruitment incentive scheme again providing 
exclusive Wanderers’ merchandise which cannot be 
bought. 

The hopes and dreams of all Wanderers supporters 
are shared by us in the commercial office and our 
aim is to find the money to enable those dreams to be 
achieved. In this quest I must thank my colleagues, 
Alan Mayes and John Simmonds for their total 
dedication in working long, arduous and often 
unsocial hours: our lottery agents and couriers who 
are friends of Wycombe Wanderers and consist of 
individuals, shops, pubs, clubs; our corporate and 
business supporters who spend money with us and 
support our fund raising schemes by providing 
discounts to our Leagueline and Superloot schemes 
and donating prizes for our various raffles: the local 
press for valuable publicity and last but not least to 
all those people who buy our tickets and take up 
memberships with us. Thank you all - success cannot 
be achieved without every one of you.

Persistent rain throughout the day of the game 
had put doubts on the game but an excellent surface 
at Rhyl cast away those thoughts. A crowd of around 
800 (just under half from England) gathered for the 
contest. Thankfully the rain had ceased by national- 
anthem time but a bitterly cold wind spoilt the 
chances of a potentially exciting match. 

For England's part the introduction of Teale and 
Butler from the start added considerable power to 
the England line-up but poor finishing plus resolute 
defending and goalkeeping from both sides kept the 
half-time score to 0-0. 

The second-half saw England's joint top scorer 
Mark Carter show why he has been rated at 
£20,000, when his extreme pace and aggression 
began to cause problems for Wales. A fierce shot 
from Paul Davies after 67 minutes was parryed by 
Welsh 'keeper Sander and CARTER was on hand to 
knock in the rebound. Eleven minutes later good 
work from Butler on the right flank led to CARTER 
nipping in again ahead of the advancing defence to 
give England a 2-0 lead. England introduced 
McKenna, Norris and Brooks towards the end for 
their England debuts as the brave Welsh challenge 
was killed off. 

The loss of the Four Nations Tournament is a sad 
one for the Semi-Pro game as it provides an excellent 
opportunity for a comparison with the international 
semi-pro sides from Europe. The England Semi-Pro 
side represents footballers from the vast majority of 
the nations players. The reasons behind the 
scrapping of the event have been mainly financial. 
England, Scotland, Holland and Italy have each 
staged the tournament twice and with Scotland 
deciding to disband their side there could be no 
assurances that another cycle of tournaments could 
be guaranteed. However, the Italians are still keen 
to play and West Germany have expressed an 
interest. Wales also seem an obvious choice to add to 
the tournament and perhaps if a sponsor could be 
found the long term future of the tournament could 
be safe-guarded. Anyone who has seen the England 
Semi-Pro side will surely agree that the games 
provide considerable entertainment and it would be 
sad to see them prevented from international 
competition.

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Wycombe Wanderers Football Club 
Review 1987-88.

In å season dominated by the departure and 
arrival of two different managers, and the ever- 
threatening possibility of relegation from the G.M. 
Vauxhall Conference, å campaign of high anxiety 
eventually became one of renewed enthusiasm and 
optimism. When Jim Kelman, formerly manager of 
Hungerford Town, Newbury Town and Maidenhead 
United, arrived at Loakes Park on 16th January his 
new club had a league playing record of W5 D7 L14 
and had taken 22 points from those 26 fixtures. 
Clearly such form, if continued for much longer, 
would have resulted in relegation - but from the 
remaining 16 matches, 6 were won, 6 drawn and 
only 4 lost, giving a further 24 points, and this 
improvement enabled the Club to avoid the dreaded 
bottom 3 league places with 9 points to spare. 
Incidentally, a record of 24 points from 16 games 
over the course of the whole season would have 
achieved joint 9th position in the final table, and this 
in itself speaks volumes for the effect Jim Kelman 
had on the playing squad over the second half of the 
season. The High Wycombe public were not 
unimpressed and attendances at Loakes Park grew 
steadily in both numbers and their level of 
enthusiasm. That the lowest home league 
attendance, on a rainy Autumn afternoon v. Telford 
United was actually over 1,000, and that the 
season’s average was as high as 1,461 (the 6th 
highest of the 22 Conference clubs) reflected not only 
the general upward trend in G.M.V.C. attendances 
throughout the Country but also that Wycombe 
Wanderers Football Club still has a tremendous 
basis of support in the area. 
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Mark West kicks off our G.M.V.C. season against Stafford 


The season began in particularly uncertain 
fashion for the Blues with the sudden loss of Alan 
Gane from the managers seat just 2 weeks before the 
first Conference match at home to Stafford Rangers 
which, perhaps not surprisingly, resulted in a 0- 4 
defeat. The appointment of ex-Wycombe player 
Peter Suddaby as Manager was announced before 
the second league fixture, away at Maidstone United 
the following Wednesday. The surprise 1-0 victory, 
albeit thanks to a dubious penalty awarded in our 
favour after a tackle on Noel Ashford and some 
woeful finishing by the home forwards, was very 
welcome indeed and sent the travelling Chairboys 





fans to Kidderminster three days later in a more 
optimistic mood. Against the F.A. Trophy holders, a 
characteristically inspired performance by Noel 
Ashford - recently the subject of transfer speculation 
- set up two excellent second-half goals for Kevin 
Durham and suddenly the Wanderers found 
themselves in 7th place in the league table having 
won away from home twice in the first week of the 
season.

team Success for the 
New Season 
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On the August Bank Holiday Monday a 3-0 extra 
time win over Bognor Regis Town at Loakes Park 
earned us our only silverware of the season, the 
Vauxhall-Opel League Charity Shield, but the day 
was overshadowed for many by the news that Noel 
Ashford, whose skills had become increasingly 
important to the side as Peter Suddaby endeavoured 
to form a squad capable of surviving in the 
Conference, had finally signed for Barnet for a 
record fee between non-league clubs of around 
£18,000. Inevitably his influence was sorely missed 
over the next 12 weeks as the Blues won only one 
league match out of 16 played. The first Saturday in 
September gave us a trip to Northwich where, 
despite the return of Graham Bressington to bolster 
the midfield, the Wanderers went down by the odd 
goal in three to a poor-looking Northwich Victoria 
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Graham Bressington in action against Northwich Victoria 
team. A 1-1 home midweek draw with Fisher 
Athletic preceded Wycombe’s first ever trip to the 
new Aylesbury United ground for an F.A. Cup Ist 
Qualifying Round match, the Club’s first appearance 
at this stage of the competition since 1974. Though 
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the cup-tie came at a time when the Wanderers 
morale and playing strengths were at a rather low 
ebb, their performance looked enough to secure a 
replay at Loakes Park until 2 late goals gave us an 
unusually early F.A. Cup exit, and a memorable 
victory for our local rivals, who went on to gain 
promotion to the G.M. Vauxhall Conference by 
winning the Beazer Homes League Championship. 
If the F.A. Cup defeat had been difficult for 
supporters to swallow, what was to follow was even 
more of a shock when Barnet arrived at Loakes Park 
the following Tuesday with a team filled with some 
of the biggest names in Conference football, on a 
confident run of results and now including Noel 
Ashford in their ranks. Many rated Barnet's 
performance that night as one of the finest ever seen 
by a non-league side as they completely overran the 
hapless Wanderers. The result of 0-7 was our 
heaviest league defeat in living memory and was a 
harrowing experience for everyone connected with 
the Club. However, it was very much to the team’s 
credit that after they bounced back from this trauma 
by beating Telford United 4 days later in a game 
notable for a spectacular free-kick goal by left back 
Neil Price and the Wycombe debuts of two players on 
loan from Barnet, Barry Little and Graham Westley. 
Their performances gave some reason for 
optimism,but Little soon left to sign for Fisher 
Athletic and Westley, later signed at a fee of 
approximately £7,500, failed to live up to his early 
promise and was eventually released to Kingstonian 
of the Vauxhall-Opel League for around half that 
figure. Nevertheless, both players contributed to a 
courageous 2-2 draw away to Cheltenham 
Town,which was followed by the visit of Bath City, 
who like ourselves were struggling to find their form 
and eventually became close rivals in the end of 
season scramble to avoid relegation. The Blues were 
perhaps a little fortunate to find themselves leading 
2-0 as the final 5 minutes approached,but vital 
league points were forsaken as two soft goals were 
conceded in the closing minutes. 
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Mark West seems to be taking on the whole of the Aylesbury team 


October began with a 2-2 home draw with 
Runcorn but this was followed by a depressing 
sequence of 7 consecutive league defeats which left 
us in 19th position in the G.M.V.C. table. 
Fortunately there were still 3 clubs holding us off the 
foot of the table, but inevitably supporters were

becoming anxious with no significant improvement 
in sight. At least the fans were still coming - indeed, 
in even greater numbers than the previous season - 
but they were to witness home defeats by Enfield 
(1-5) and Kettering Town (0-3) before a midweek trip 
to Kent for a demoralising single goal reverse at the 
hands of a very mediocre- looking Welling United 
side. After another heavy defeat by Stafford and a 
dismal 0-1 extra time defeat by Bognor Regis in the 
G.M.A.C. Challenge Cup, the month did at least end 
with a gutsy performance at Enfield, when manager 
Peter Suddaby introduced some new faces in a 
determined effort to instill new enthusiasm into the 
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Matt Carmichael finishes clinically at Enfield, but this equaliser 

was not enough as we lost narrowly 3-2 
team. The Chairboys large, vociferous following 
celebrated as Enfield were stunned by two Wycombe 
equalisers, but there was to be no happy ending as 
Enfield’s third goal proved one too many despite 
gallant late efforts to level the scores once again. 
This match also marked the debut of Sean Norman, 
a left back signed from Colchester United for £2,500 
who became a popular and important member of the 
squad as the season continued. 

In November, a crowd of 2,100 turned out at 
Loakes Park for the home match with Lincoln City, 
who had retained a full-time professional playing 
staff after being relegated from the Football League 
and were beginning to mount a serious challenge to 
Barnets supremacy at the top of the Conference. 
This was another brave performance by Suddaby's 
men resulting in å rather unfortunate 1-2 defeat, but 
the following Saturdays journey to Boston was made 
with greater hope, if not confidence, that the team 
may be about to end their poor sequence of results - 
particularly as Boston Umted themselves were 
struggling and were playing their first game for a 
new manager. It turned out to be another 
disappointing day as 4 first-half goals were conceded, 
some due to poor defensive discipline, and the 
second-half sending off of Graham Bressington (soon 
to be transferred to Lincoln City) completed the 
misery for the Chairboys.

A creditable 1-1 home draw with Sutton United 
restored some morale before another long away trip 
to Altrincham. Once again boosted by good support, 
Wanderers delighted their fans by taking as early 
lead with Andy Graham’s well taken goal, but still 
found themselves 1-2 down at the interval. A well 
worked and thoroughly deserved equaliser by Phil 
Lovell midway through the second period raised

hopes once again, but 2 further goals by the home 
side settled the issue, the result a 2-4 defeat. 
However, this was to be followed by a short spell of 
more encouraging results beginning with a 2-1 home 
victory over bottom club Dagenham and then a 
resolute defensive performance at Weymouth’s new 
Wessex Stadium which earned an impressive 0-0 
draw. December began with a home defeat by 
Boston but fortune was, at long last, to smile on the 
Wanderers when we travelled north once again for a 
match at Runcorn. The first half of this game had 
been virtually one-way traffic towards Gary Lester's 
goal, and it seemed miraculous that half-time was 
reached without any goals being conceded. The 
second half began in similar fashion but suddenly a 
rare Wycombe attack was unexpectedly rewarded 
with a penalty for a needless handball by a Runcorn 
defender. The Wycombe faithful had hardly had 
time to finish celebrating Sean Norman’s penalty 
conversion before Mark Boyland, our £10,000 striker 
signed a few weeks earlier from Cheltenham who 


went on to score a number of important goals for the 
Blues, unleashed a tremendous 30 yard shot for a 
shock 2-0 lead. Celebrations turned to anxiety as 
Runcorn pulled a goal back in the closing minutes 
but the final whistle confirmed Wycombe’s 3rd (and 
final) away Conference victory of the season. 

There was little success for the Blues in Cup 
competitions during the season and we were not 
helped by being drawn against a fellow Conference 
club, Cheltenham, in the 1st Round of the F.A. 
Trophy. The Robins won more comfortably than the 
2-3 scoreline suggests, but Mark Boyland did at least 
have the satisfaction however of scoring against his 
former team-mates. There was little satisfaction for 
any Wycombe followers on a cold, wet Boxing Day at 
Kettering Town, with the Wanderers suffering a 
comprehensive 0-3 defeat. Worse was to follow in the 
Club's first match of 1988, when  mid-table 
Maidstone United came to Loakes Park and inflicted 
yet another heavy defeat, this time by 1-5. This 
result left Wycombe perched precariously one place 
above the relegation zone, and the lack of any 
evident improvement in the team's fortunes since 
the start of the season led inevitably to the 
departure of Peter Suddaby from the managers

position. As speculation grew over possible 
successors the team faced an important league 
fixture at Wealdstone, one of the 3 teams below us in 
the G.M.V.C. table, and took a single point with å 
0-0 draw. Seven days later, on the day of a home 
league match with Cheltenham, it was announced 
that Jim Kelman was the new man in charge, and he 
watched a remarkable 5-3 win by his new team over 
opponents who had easily beaten them on the same 
pitch just 4 weeks earlier. There was a comfortable 
4-0 win at Didcot Town in the Berks & Bucks Senior 
Cup before the next Conference fixture a fortnight 
later. By the time Wealdstone had been defeated 1-0 
at Loakes Park, morale at the Club was improving 
significantly, but everyone was abruptly brought 
back down to earth with the trip across London to 
play Dagenham, who were already looking to be 
doomed to relegation. Dagenham’s 2-1 win was 
virtually their only Conference success in the second 
half of the season, and was a very poor result from 
the Chairboys point of view, but there was still 
optimism that things were improving for Wycombe. 

Sutton United had completed their historic F.A. 
Cup run when we visited Gander Green Lane for the 
return League fixture with our old Isthmian 
adversaries. This exciting and ultimately 
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Mark West cooly slots away this penalty in the 2-2 draw at Sutton 


controversial contest will long be remembered by 
Blues fans as an excellent performance, which was 
denied the three points it merited by a very late 
Sutton equaliser. After a typical Kevin Durham run 
into the home penalty area was ended with a blatant 
trip and a penalty conversion by Mark West, a 
rather harsh penalty decision was then given 
against Keith Barrett to level the half-time score at 
1-1. Adventurous attacking play eventually led to å 
second goal for Mark West, the cue for mass 
celebrations amongst the travelling fans, but to 
general amazement an injury time equaliser for 
Sutton was allowed to stand after keeper John 
Granville looked to have been barged to the ground 
as he collected a hopeful free-kick hoisted towards 
goal. It was a crushing disappointment for the 
Chairboys, but again, Jim Kelman’s men had given 
a performance to be proud of. Not such a proud 
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Mark West taps in our first in our 4-0 Berks and Bucks Cup win at Didcot 
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performance, however, was seen at Windsor & Eton 
the following Tuesday, as some bizarre defensive 
errors brought an end to our Berks & Bucks 
campaign, but survival in the Conference had by 
then become the overwhelming priority with 
renewed determination that the Club should not 
suffer the same fate as it had in the Gola League 2 
years earlier. Such resolve was there for all to see 
four days later when highly-placed Macclesfield 
Town came to Loakes Park and their rather slack 
performance was savagely punished by a rampant 
Wycombe team by 5 goals to nil (including a 
hat-trick from Mark Boyland) in front of nearly 
1,500 enthusiastic fans. The atmosphere was 
somewhat less euphoric two days later on a cold 
Monday night at the sparsely populated Fisher 
Athletic ground, but another vital point was earned 
with goalless draw. 

Kidderminster Harriers were our visitors for our 
first Conference match in March, but in front of 
another large home crowd the Midlanders proved a 
little too clever for the new Wanderers and took 
revenge for the August result with a 1-0 win. A 
nervous and untidy relegation dog-fight with 
Northwich Victoria ended in a 1-1 draw, but a week 
later an equally crucial fixture with Welling United 
was comfortably won by 3-1 with new signing 
Adrian Mann from Newport County scoring twice in 
his Conference debut for the Blues. Our third match 
in as many weeks against relegation rivals was at 
Twerton Park, Bath, and travelling support 
numbering about 400 were disappointed by a 1-2 
defeat which left us now with 6 league fixtures 
remaining, but with safety from relegation well 
within our grasp.
